James Creelman Te}ls
of Last Interview ngh
Mayor Gaynor In
Which He Tells of
Murphy’s Attempt to
Bribe Waldo.

New York, Sept. 11 —James Creel
man, the last man to talk with Mayor
Gaynor beforn he sailed aboard the
Baltic last Thursday, told today of
his remarkable Interview with 1he
mayor. who at thiat time realized the
precarious conditions of his health

“It was one of the most moving
experiences of my lifs™ said Mr
Creelman today, In speaking of his last
conversation with the man under
whom he hnd sorved as president of
the civil service commission Aand
whose intimate he had peen for years

“1 felt,” he said, “while 1 talked
with the mayor, that he was a dyine
man, and [ sald 8o tp one or two in
timate friends when 1 returned

“He told me frankly that one lung
was then entirely out of commission,
although he had the [ree use of his
other lupog. In a feeble voice he said
that he had been in an almost oon
tinmous fit of vomiting for about sev-
en hours and that he believed that
tha bullet which had paralyzed one
side of his throat had Rlowly trav
eled down to the lung and was press
ing upon some nerve Lhere

"Because of the political situation
in New York he begged me not to
give the public any hint of his real
phyaleal condition
“For the firat time since 1 saw him
prostrated afler the attempted assas
sination three vears ago, hls usually
bright gray eyes were dull with &
dullness that words can hardly ex
prees. The muscles of his face were
relaxed so that the flesh hung down
So greatly was hie face changed that
! hardly knew him when | saw him
aboard the steamer His lips were
white. Hls hands and knees trem
bled constantly His form was bent
2nd be breathed with obyicus difficul

Ly.

"'On the Baltle T asked whether he
bellaved he was In danger of death
He slowly ehook his head and said
he did not know what to think. His
doctor had given him every reason to
belleve that his life was safe, but that
he did not belleve he could go on
much longer, if the coughing fits pro-
duced by the injuries made by the
bullet contnued,

Wanted to Live to Finlsh Work.

‘1 am not afrald to die,” he sald,
‘but I don't want to dle now, of all
times, because 1 feer that the great
work I have undertaken Is not fin-
Ished ’

"I asked him whether It was true
that Mr. Murphy, the Tammany lead
er, had some time ago sent word to
him that unless he dlemissed Pollee
Commissioner Waldo his same would
not be considered for mayor agaln

“Yes," he sald, ‘It 18 true. 1 re
celved that message =everal times,
and of course I pald no attentlon to
it whatever I have known for a
long time that the Murphy crowd did
not wapt to renominate me and that
they would not renominate me unless
general public opinion forced them (o
do it Perhaps I ought not to blame

\them for feellng as they did about it

I was not their kind of a man I was
not their kind of a mayor. They were
not able to get anything out of me
in the way of contracis or appoint
ments and that is all they ever Lhink
about. They care nothing at all about

KAMAS VALLEY

Salt Lake, Sept 12.—A raliroad to
open the rich Kamas dalrr country
and glve the farmers there a chance
to expand and grow Iin Keeping with
the remalnder of the state, will soon
be bullt according to the plans of sey-
ral capitalists of Salt Lake City. The
new road will be bullt from Wanship
on the Union Paclfic to Kamas, a dis-
tance of seventeen mllez through the
richest dairy country of the state
Aslde from the fact that the road
is goon to be bullt, a definite an-
nouncement has not yet been made,
but It s understood that J. G. Jacobs
and several other prominent capital-
leta of this cfty are behind the move
and will rush the road to completion
The bonds provide for about $150,000
which Is ample to bulld and equip the
road, as there s no tunnelng, prae-
tlcally no grade and only one bridge
to buld,
The plan was presented
heads of the Unlon Paclfie some
time ago, it Is said, and the pro-
molers wera assured that the road
would be undertaken as soon as other
enterprises under way were com-
pleted.
